WASHINGTON (AP)

lack of interest and a general 
dislike for politics apparently 
helped hold voter participation 
• n last year’s elections to the 
lowest level in 32 years, the 
Census Bureau reports. 
In interviews with voting age 
residents after November’s 
state, local and congressional 
elections, 44.7 per cent of the 
people reported that they voted, 
the bureau reported Sunday. 
Of those who were old enough 
to vote, 33.4 million persons, or 
23.6 per cent, failed to either 
register or vote last year be­ 
cause they weren’t interested 
or disliked politics. That com­ 
pared to 20.2 million, or 15 per 
cent, who didn't vote or register 
for the same reasons in 1972. 
When the final figures are 
tabulated later this year, Cen­ 
sus Bureau officials expect the 
turnout to total about 38 per 
cent.

Eastland has branded 
as “ totally false" a report that 
he received $50,000 to $60,000 to 
intervene with the Justice De-

artment on behalf of Texas oil 
lllionaire Nelson Bunker Hunt. 
The report, contained in a 
syndicated column by Jack An­ 
derson and Les Whitten, said 
E 
lunt and his brother. W Her- 
ert Hunt, were charged with 
hiring a private investigator. 
Patrick McCann, to wiretap 
some employes of their father 
[he late H I , Hunt 
» The Hunt brothers allegedly 
sought the taps because they 


were suspicous that some 
people were influencing the 
senior Hunt to turn over control 
of the Hunt Oil Co. to his second 
wife’s family 
After the Hunt brothers were 
indicted, they went to Eastland 
and took steps to get a parole 
for McCann who already had 
been jailed 
on 
the wiretap 
charge, the Anderson column 
said. 
Eastland, chairman of the 
Senate Judiciary- Committee, 
acknowledges calling Richard 
Kleindienst, then deputy attor­ 
ney general, about the case but 
says he asked nothing but “ a 
square deal" for Hunt 
The Anderson column says 
Courtney Pace. Eastland’s ad­ 
ministrative assistant, also 
contacted the Parole Board 
about a parole for McCann 
According to the Anderson 
column, Jerry Partchen, an at­ 
torney in the case, has testified 
before a Dallas grand jury that 
"Sen. Eastland received a $50.- 
000 to $60,000 payoff" for his 
efforts on behalf of Hunt. 
Pace, contacted by The Asso­ 
ciated Press, declined to com­ 
ment on the allegations. ‘‘I 
have nothing to say on the mat­ 
ter," he said 
Eastland was unavailable for 
comment But he was quoted by 
the Jackson, Miss., Clarion- 
Ledger as saying "The impli­ 
cations and statements (in the 
Anderson column) are totally 
false. I have never taken a 
bribe from anyone, anytime or 
anyplace.”

It burns me up when well- 
meaning friends and relatives 
tell you, “ There’s nothing 
wrong with your child that a 
No Serious Drop In U.S., 
Russian Trade Expected 


WASHINGTON 
(A P ) 
— 
There w ill be no serious drop in 
American-Soviet commerce 
despite the collapse of a major 
trade agreement between the 
two superpowers, U.S. officials 
say. 
However, the officials dis­ 
agree with President Ford’s 
judgment that trade with the 
Russians can be expanded 
much over the $900 million 
reached in 1974. 
“ I w ould be surprised if trade 
took a dramatic drop, 
but 
there's little hope for much 
growth now,’’ one State Depart­ 
ment economist said. 
There had been more than 
hope for expansion when Amer­ 
ican and Soviet officials signed 
the agreement in 1972; there 
were flat-out 
predictions 
of 
trade totaling billions of dol­ 
lars. 
That agreement called for a 
$722 million pavoff of the Rus­ 
sian World War II Lend-Lease 
debt in exchange for a dropping 
of U.S. tariff discriminations 
and a promise to arrange major 
loans 
from 
the 
American 
Export-Import Bank 
But Moscow canceled the ac­ 
cord last week because Con­ 
gress severely limited credits 
and demanded that Moscow 
guarantee freedom of emigra­ 
tion for Russian Jews as a con­ 
dition for dropping the tariff re 
strictions. 
Trade with the Soviets had 
been small before 1972, running 
from $157 million in 1969 to $218 
million in 1971 
Following the agreement. 
U.S.^Soviet commerce jumped 
to $642 million in 1972 and 
vaulted to $1.4 billion in 1973. 
I’he total tailed off to an esti­ 
mated $901 million last year be­ 
cause of a drop in Soviet pur 
chases of American gram, but 
was expected to rebound on the 
basis of Russia's need for ma­ 
chinery and technology. 
1 hat need still exists to some 
degree and w ill help keep trade 
levels at their current rate. 
Contributing to the situation 
are existing long-range con­ 
tracts. Russian demand for 
available food grains and a U.S.

Natural Gas Is Better But... 
» The American Gas Assn. has put out an inter 
£sting “ background paper" showing that natural 
gas is the nation's most efficient form of energy. 
The paper quotes a report by the President’s 
Council on Environmental Quality to the effect 
that. “ When the total system is considered (from 
energy source to point of use), gas-fired appli­ 
ances are more efficient than their electric- 
powered counterparts. For home heating, nat­ 
ural gas is more than twice as efficient as elec­ 
tricity." 
ACCORDING TO k ederal Power Commission 
figures, more than 67 per cent of the energy in 
fossil fuels consumed in generating electrical 
power is lost at the plant. Another 14 per cent is 
lost in transmission lines. 
Thus only 28 per cent of the total energy avail­ 
able in the coal, oil or natural gas which is used 
to generate most of the country’s electricity is 
actually delivered to the home, factory or office. 
Natural gas. unlike electricity, is piped direct­ 
ly from the wellhead to the user. Since very little 
energy is used to move gas through the pipelines 
93 per cent ot its available energy is delivered to 
the appliance. 
The question that arises is, why belabor the ob­ 
vious'1 Or even if it is not obvious to most people 
why tout the superiority of natural gas at a time 
when utilities in many parts of the country are 
cutting hack or threatening to cut back gas de­ 
liveries to industrial customers and are turning 
down or are threatening to turn down new resi­ 
dential and commercial connections9 
\ SYM POSIUM 
of government officials, 
utility experts and others held at the University 
ot Arizona last month painted just such a possi­ 
bility. 
Two vice presidents of Tucson Gas & Electric 
( o warned that the gas situation is so acute in 
the Southwest that utilities may soon have to re­ 
fuse to hook up new customers,* including homes. 
An official of E l Paso Natural Gas, a gas trans­ 
mission company, warned that while his com­ 
pany could meet residential and commercial 
demands this winter, service to industrial cus­ 
tomers would be greatly curtailed.

The situation is not as paradoxical as it may 
appear to be The gas industry has long argued 
that much of the current gas-supply problem has 
been caused by government regulations. Ac­ 
cording to University of Arizona economics 
professor Dr Helmut Frank, a participant at the 
Tucson meeting, these regulations are respon­ 
sible for "unduly low gas prices" which have en­ 
couraged industries to use gas instead of oil or 
coal. 


IN OTHER WORDS, the industry urges, re­ 
move the artificial hold-down on gas prices and 
the companies will be spurred to explore for new 
sources and the shortages will be relieved. 
But then wouldn’t the higher cost of natural 
gas in turn encourage industries to use less effi­ 
cient oil or coal, the second of which, at least, is 
in great abundance in this country? The conver­ 
sion of electric power plants from gas to coal is, 
in tact, now taking place with the blessing of the 
government More expensive natural gas will 


only accelerate this process. 
The selection of efficient energy systems, says 
the American (»as Assn , is equally as important 
as such obvious energy savers as attic insula­ 
tion. storm doors and turning down the thermo­ 
stat. 
I rue enough. But for the hapless consumer 
who takes his energy where he can get it these 
days, the question of gas vs. electricity would 
seem to be another of those heads-you-lose, tails- 
you-Iose propositions

Wayne L. Hays, 
the con­ 
troversial Ohioan who has 
gained a reputation as the 
meanest man in Congress, 
survived a reform wave which 
swept the House Democratic 
Caucus as the new session got 
underway. 
Hays, who heads a little- 
k n o w n 
c o n g r e s s i o n a l 
housekeeping committee, was 
the only one of four powerful 
committee chairmen who was 
able to overcome an ouster 
move. 
THE RETENTION of Hays, 
who was re-elected head of the 
House Administration Com­ 
mittee with 60 percent of the 
Caucus vote, was deplored by 
reformers. 
"Hays is a disgrace to Ohio, 
the Democratic party, and the 
House of Representatives, (he) 
plays the crassest kind of old- 
fashioned politics," said a New 
York Times editorial, 
A Washington Post editorial 
was more specific, charging 
that Hays controlled "the in­ 
ternal spoils system of the 
House," and 
that 
not 
only 
should Hays be deposed but the 
spoils 
systems 
should 
be 
dismanteld. 
During his furious lobbying 
campaign 
to hold 
onto' his 
committee chairmanship, it 
was 
reported 
that 
Hays 
promised congressmen more 
benefits, including a pay in 
crease, and reminded them of 
goodies he has distributed to 
them in the past. 
The Administration Com­ 
mittee, which he has headed for 
the past four years and will now- 
run for two more years, is in 
charge of fringe benefits and 
staff 
allowances 
for 
congressmen. While voting to 
retain him as committee chief. 
House Democrats at the same 
time gave Hays jurisdiction 
over their salaries, taking that 
power away from another 
committee which made 
the 


mistake of not raising their 
$42,500 annual salary for the 
past several years, 
THE C LEA R IN F E R E N C E 
was that the Congress expects 
Hays to give them a pay hike, 
and when he emerged after his 
Caucus victory Hays indicated 
he will not disappoint them. 
"when the time comes to 
raise our pay, I will face the 
issue head-on," he said, ticking 
off all the extra costs en­ 
countered by a congressman. 
"Our take-home pay is like that 
of a peasant."

Key to the Mideast

It is difficult to decide 
whether we have been through 
an oil war with the Arabs or 
simply the beginning battles. 
Either way, they have won. 
They hold the source of energy 
for most of the industrial world 
and 
presently 
sit 
on 
a 
staggering amount of money. 
The West has always liked 
both and now appears to be not 
only a dollar short but a few 
gallons as well. Time magazine 
was too modest in making an 
Arab king man of the year— 
why not the decade? When the 
M lddle East conflict became a 
global oil war, we heard our 
governments talk about border 
disputes, 
the 
economists 
mumbled something about 
petrodollars and the political 
scientists described the various 
liberation 
movements 
in 
Palestine. Yet we have had 
precious 
little information 
about Islam and the religious 
dimensions that are so historic 
and so vital to any future 
agreements. In our secular, 
Western 
arrogance, 
the 
spiritual world view of the 
Moslem leader has been nearly 
absent, or at best, a bare 
footnote 
to 
our 
current 
discussions 


THE MOSLEM 
community 
follows the Prophet Moham­ 


med. Indeed, for 1,300 years 
they have devoted themselves 
to this man who believed 
himself to be a mouthpiece for 
God. From him came the Koran 
* as vital in the day to day life 
of a Muslim as the Bible is for 
Christians. The wars which 
followed saw the extension of 
Arab influence over half of the 
old Holy Roman Empire. The 
Arabs showed the West they 
were as good at thinking as 
fighting, 
absorbing 
a 
staggering amount of Greek 
philosophical thought. They 
also entered into lively and 
extended 
dialogue 
with 
Christian leaders when it was 
apparent 
that 
Greeks, 
Christians and Moslems were 
drawing from the .same well. 
In his recent book, "The 
Spirit of Eastern Christen­ 
dom," Dr, Jaroslav Pelikan 
points to the key role that the 
Orthodox Church played 
in 
relation to the rising fortunes of 
Islam (Islam means "one who 
has surrendered to the will of 
God"). For these Christians, it 
was communicate or die, for 
they woke up one morning to 
discover that the Turks had 
taken Constantinople. 
That brilliant scholar and 
p h i l o s o p h e r , 
G e o r g e 
Scholarius, had written a brief 
and 
powerful, 
yet 
ironic 
treatise "Concerning the Only 
Way for the Salvation of Men," 


as a response to the claims of 
Moslem believers. In 1453, 
Scholarius became Gennadius 
II, the new patriarch of Con 
stantinople and correspondent 
to Sultan Mohammed II, who 
inquired 
about 
Christian 
doctrine. 


THE POINT is simply this: 
C hristians and Moslems have 
been 
debating, 
writing 
discussing the meaning of God 
for centuries. Is it not time that 
this conversation be renewed? 
Consider the large impact that 
St. Francis of Assisi had in the 
13th century, visiting and 
preaching in Egypt and being 
well received by the sultan of 
Damietta. Today, the Coptic 
Church is a solid bridge to the 
Moslem leaders of Egypt. In 
Beirut, 
the 
American 
University has a historic and 
respected connection with the 
major representatives of Islam 
and is sensitive to the yearnings 
and claims of the liberation 
groups. 
Lately 
the 
vocabulary 
of 
conflict has surfaced in regard 
to the Arab upper hand. The 
reality of war has appeared. 
Yet this is no solution or have 
we forgotten the used war for 
sale 
in 
Vietnam? 
What 
is 
required is a new openness to 
the Arab world and the old 
reminder that their ultimate 
goal has religious objectives 
No Channel Tunnel

NEW YORK (AP) - Stocks, 
corporate bonds, mutual funds 
and even savings institutions 
had a hard time attracting sav­ 
ers and investors in 1974, but 
not the U S.Savings Bonds pro­ 
gram. It had one of its best 
years. 
More than twice as much 
money now is invested in Sav 
ings Bonds than at the end of 
World War II. when the pro­ 
gram began. The total at the 
beginning of 1975 was $63.8 bil­ 
lion. $3 billion more than a year 
earlier. 
Treasury officials aren’t cer­ 
tain why the bonds have re­ 
tained their appeal while the 
public lost confidence in many 
other investments. Some people 
credit the 6 per cent interest 
rate, some the effectiveness of 
payroll dedication plans. 
The troubled economic situ­ 
ation also is cited, and so is the 
power of the US. government. 
Many people appear to feel that 
government obligations, such 
as bonds are the most secure 
investment of all, more so even 
than gold. 
At the very time gold was 
about to go on sale for the first 
time in 41 years, sales of bonds 
spurted. In the fourth quarter 
alone some $6.86 billion were 
sold, the greatest for any fourth 
quarter since 1945. 
The bond program hasn't al­ 
ways fared so well. In the late 
1960s, 
redemptions exceeded 
sales month after month until 
federal officials got unstuck 
and realized the 4.5 per cent 
rate had to be raised 
Both Series E bonds, which 
are sold at a discount and re­ 
deemed at face value, and 
Series H, which are sold at full 
lace value and pay interest ev­ 
ery six months, now offer a 6 
per cent rate. 
Even at that, bondholders lit­ 
erally lose money so long as the 
inflation rate remains higher. 
But the security, and the fact 
that on the more popular Series 
E bonds the tax on interest can 
be deferred, seems to offset the 
disadvantage.

Steel Output 
Recovery Due 
In 3rd Quarter 
CLEVELAND, Ohio (AP) 
Steelmakers expect a drop in 
mill shipments during the first 
half of 1975. w ith a recovery be­ 
ginning in the third quarter, In­ 
dustry Week reported today. 
The business weekly said ex­ 
perts forecast a 17 percent drop 
in the first half, with shipments 
gradually growing to another 
period of tight supply in 1976. 
Analysts expected shipments 
of no more than 48 million tons 
in the first six months com­ 
pared to a record 57.8 million a 
year earlier. 
The outlook for renewed de­ 
mand in the third quarter was 
based on the expectation that 
capital goods and energy-re­ 
lated steel markets would bene­ 
fit from legislation being con­ 
sidered by President Ford and 
Congress. IW said. 
The consensus of steelmakers 
is that US. mill shipments will 
fall to between 97 million and 
102 million net tons this year. 
Official figures haven't been 
announced, but estimates are 
that 
1974 shipments totaled 
109.5 million net tons compared 
to the record 1114 million tons 
m 107:?. 
The coal miners’ strike cut 
deeply into production in De­ 
cember. and raw steel produc 
tion still has not reached the 
prestrike level of 2.8 million net 
tons a week in the US Industry

The allegation against G ian f­ 
ranco Faeehini and Sergio Zuc- 
chelli, initiated by an Am erican 
jo u rn a list, 
forced 
post­ 
ponement Sunday night of the 
fifth round match between Italy 
and the United States that was 
expected to be a preview of the 
finals. 
I he World Bridge Federation 
called a meeting to consider the 
accu satio n and te m p o rarily 
rescheduled the match for this 
afternoon. However, the Italian 
team said it would quit the 
tournament if the two players 
were suspended. And the U.S. 
team said it would not play 
against a team that included 
Facchini and Zucchelli. 
The last cheating scandal hit 
the tourney during 
the 
1965 
championships in Buenos Aires 
when 
two 
Britons, 
Terence 
Reese and Boris Schapiro, were 
accused of using finger signals. 
1 he British team, which was in 
a close race with the United 
Sta tes for second place, decided 
to forfeit its games and ended 
up last The bridge federation 
suspended Reese and Schapiro 
for three years. 


Federation officials took ex­ 
tensive steps to prevent cheat­ 
ing this year. During bidding, 
each table is divided by screens 
so tliat no player can exchange 
illegal hand or facial signals 
with his partner. 


However, Bruce Keidan, a 
newsman for the Philadelphia 
Inquirer, reported what he con­ 
sidered 
questionable 
foot 
movements by Facchini and 
Zucchelli at one table F rid ay 
night. Several officials of the 
federation then observed the V 
two players 


Keidan reported 
that Zuc 
chelli kept his fed in a fixed 
position under the table and 
that during the bidding period, 
while the screens were in place 
to shield players from eye con­ 
tact. F a c c h in i o ccasio n ally 
reached out one foot and tapped 
his partner’s feet. Keidan said 
the 
tap was

double one and that on rare ex 
casioas Facchini tapped both of 
Zucchelli's feet.

A nsw er: This state m en t is 
placed on the envelope by the 
m ailer and not by the Post Of­ 
fice. When a m ailer desires to 
keep his m ailing list cu rrent, he 
will liave these w ords printed 
on 
his envelopes 
The 
Post 
Office, in turn, will send the in­ 
form ation back to the sender 
concerning the new add ress of 
the add ressee. The letter will be 
forw arded to the new address, 
unless requested by the m ailer 
not to do so. Any letter that has 
the co rrect ad d ress will be d e­ 
livered norm ally. A form 3547 is 
com pleted by the P ost Of lice 
and returned to the m ailer for a 
10-cent fee.
